The cultivation of the arts has intro- 
duced a beneficial change in our domestic 
arrangements. Those who now enjoy the 
conveniences so largely to be found in 
populous cities, will find it difficult to form 
an idea of the habits of their ancestors. — 
Surrounded as they were with numerous 
occasions and causes of alarm, we may be 
surprised that they enjoyed even a mod- 
erate degree of tranquility. In the days 
of Queen Elizabeth, the greater part of 
the houses in the more considerable towns, 
without chimneys, the fire being 


were 
kindled against the wall, and the smoke 
finding a passage through the doors, or 


windows. The houses were built ef wat- 
ting, plastered with clay, and the floors 
of earth, strewed with rushes, and beda 
composed of straw pallets, with a log of 
wood for a pillow. Persons of the bhigh- 
est rank had no better accommodations. 
In a discourse prefatory to Hollings- 
ead’s chronicles, 1577, the writer, speak- 
ing of the advantages of luxury, mentions 
three things, ‘‘marvellously altered for 
the worse in England,’ which were, the 
multitude of chimneys erected, the in- 
rease of lodgings, and the change of 
tureene plaiters for pewter; and wooden 
spoous for silver and tin. He complains 
severely that nothing but oak was used 
for building houses; ‘for when our houses 
were built of willow, then we had oaken 
men: but now, that our houses are come 
to be made of oak, our men are not only 
willow, but a great many altogeth- 
which is a sore alteration.”

McLane’s noticed in our paper of Satur- 
day. The names, however, of but one 
had been ascertained by us, that of Mr 
Lamb. His place is situated about three 
miles from Blounstown and within a few 
miles of a military post. 
his house on Friday evening, and shot 
him down while endeavoring to escape.— 
There were in the house at the time of 
the attack, several other person’, two of 
whom were severely wounded. After 
they had killed and driven from 
homes the family, they then pillaged the 
premises, and set on fire the dwelling, to- 
gether with several out houses. 

The other families that were attacked, 
lived in the neighborhood,several of whom, 
it is supposed, were killed, but we have 
not been able to learn their names, or any 
particulars concerning their fate. 

The Indians which committed these 
lepredations are said to number about 
fifty or sixty and themselves in 
the hammocks between the Apalachicola 
river and Tallahassee until a favorable 
opportunity offers for them to commit such 
like deeds of blood. 

The murders of these families forms the 
fourth that it has been our painful duty to 
record, the 22d ultimo in that 
tlement, and it is time sume steps were ta- 
ken by our citizens, to prevent them in
